Both of these viewpoints Uikc the 


position that agriculture oupht to be 
helped, if possible, by reducing the 
industrial tariff; and, failing in that, 
the customs revenue produced by the 
tariff ought to be given to agriculture 
ns compensation for having to pay 
high industrial prices. 


The difference between tariff nnd 


crop control programs is that the con- 
trol program calls for ;m army of su- 
pervisors, while the tariff is merely a 
taxation scheme whose direction and 
effect can be altered at will by vote 
of the congress. But all down through 
American history the tariff has exert- 
ed a known and powerful effect, first 
upon industry, and then upon agri- 
culture—and it is our one proven fac- 
tor In loddy'8 debute.
